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Survival training: renewing friendships with Earth

his salvation is in the hills...

Someone once said that no 
one ever expects to be ina sur- 
vival situation. Maybe that is 
why so many people do not 
make it when forced to live off 
the land. Relatively few 
people ever bother to plan for 
something they never expect 
to happen. Air Force Capt. Pat 
Stoll and Airman Ist Class 
Iver Dodd have prepared 
themselves. and chose to 
share their knowledge 
throughCSUS's Experimental 
College 

Wilderness survival is 
divided into several basic 
areas. Fach area is different 
yet is inseperable from the 
others. The five basi¢s in most 
survival situations are first 
aid, water, food, fire, and 
shelter. Using each area as an 
evening’ s discussion, Stoll and 
Dodc shared their Air Force 
training. and the other par 
ticipants contributed in 
formation from expenences 
ind from books 

There is a limit to what can 
be learned within the confines 
of books and four walls. Des 
ernbing a primitive bow fire 
drill is one thing, but when the 
temperature is approaching 
freezing, the construction of 
one can be close to impossible 
It became obvious that prac- 
tical knowledge could not be 
obtained without the ex- 
perience of a weekend trip into 
the mountains 

The field trip could not 
attempt to duplicate the scale 
of emotions and stresses en 
countered during a survival 
situation, but would be 
valuable for practice 
Everything necessary for a 
weekend of camping would 
be brought along but the 
weekend survivors would be 
ldoking with a_ different 
viewpoint than that of the 
casual passerby. The land, 


vegetation, water and wildlife 
would be viewed for its poten 


tials (Are many parts of a pine 
tree edible?) 

All of the basics would be 
explored, although the only 
first aid administered was an 
occasional aspirin. Shelters 
would be built, food would be 
gathered, and several mat- 
chless-fire techniques would 
be tried. Water is plentiful at 
this time of the year 

Saturday, November 16, at 
6: 15a m., eight of us left Pat's 
Rancho Cordova apartment in 
the back of his van headed for 
Silver Fork Road. Kyburz, 
California. One last chance for 
food at Fresh Pond. and 
civilization was behind us 


At the proposed campsite, 
our visions of green grandeur 
were shattered by the sight of 
the two biggest enemies of the 
wilderness: fire and logging 
We continued to dnve and 
soon left the fire and loggers 
behind 


At the first practical par- 
king spot beyond China Flat 
we loaded the contents of the 
van onto our backs and began 
searching for a campsite. A 
site fairly close to the river 
and a large supply of downed 
wood was chosen and various 
Stages of construction were 
soon in progress 


The first pnority was the 
construction of shelters for 
protection frorm the wind, 
cold, and possible rain. Lean- 
tos, constructed with logs. 
chunks of bark, dental floss, 
string, pine, fir, and cedar 
boughs, were planned. This 
kind of shelter protects from 
the rain and wind with a 
minimum of construction. To 
prevent the ground from 
draining the heat from the 
shelter, more boughs were 
spread inside. 


A fire circle was built with 
large flat rocks to reflect heat 
back into the L-shaped

fires. 


shelter. Although plenty of 
matches, lighters, and fire 
starter tablets were available, 
flint and steel were used to 


start the fire. A fire dnil was 
also built, but only fer 
demonstration purposes. Us- 
ing such a drill is a difficult 
process, especially with rain 
soaked soitwood instead of 
bone-dry hardwood. A few 
attempts were made at creat- 
ing friction, but proved 
backbreaking and futile 


With a warm shelter and a 
crackling fire built, several 
parties began searching for 
various kinds of food. Harumi 
Smith, Evie Zaic, and I began 
searching for edible plants. 98 
percent of all that grows is 
edible. so we restricted our 
search to palitable vegetation. 
A small stream close to camp 
proved to be the source of a 
good supply of plants 
Carefully avoiding the barbs, 
thistle stems and stalks were 
picked and stripped of thorns. 
A water grass was given the 
taste test, declared slightly 
bitter. but good, and was 
placed with the vistles. A pine 
tree gave of its ncedles for tea 
(yes—at least two parts of a 
pine tree are edible. Pine, or 
pinon, nuts were a staple in the 
diet of Sierra Nevada Indians. 
The needles are five times as 
rich in Vitamin A as an equal 
amount of lemons). Chest nut- 
type nuts were found on a low 
growing bush and joined the 
rest of the stew 


Pat, Bob Hosley, and Rex 
Lesly experimented with 
snares and deadfall traps, but 
no serious attempt was made 
to kill any animals just for 
practice. Iver and Pat made 
some semi-serious fishing 
attempts which proved 
fishless. No one felt the need to 
throw any antsor flies into the

stew, but everyone knew it 
was possible. 


The scenery was an im- 
portant part of the trip. A view 
of the river from high above in 
the rocks was enjoyed by 
Harumi, Anne McClain, and 
myself as the sun finally found 
a hole in the clouds. 


The night temperatures 
dropped to below 32 degrees, 
freezing canteens and frosting 
rocks. The cold was ignored by 
all, comfortable from the 
warmth of the fire, the shelter, 


and the company. The night 
passed slowly and we awoke to 
the bright morning sun.

Corruption

A complaint charging the 
Administration and _ the 
Hornet Foundation with cor- 
ruption has been filed with the 
Secretary of State by a CSUS 
student. 

The seven-page compiaint 
was filed by Yarrow Aka 
November 4 

The essence of Aka’s 
charge is that while the Hornet 
Foundation is legally required 
to allocate its profits, the Ad- 
ministration ‘“‘has created a 
device to channel profits intoa 
reserve fund.”’ 

The Hornet Foundation, 
which provides campus. ser- 
vices, is legally committed by 
its Non-Profit Organization 
Charter to allocate profits 

Aka found, however, that 


much of its profits were 
channeled _into the Plant 
Replacement Fund. The 


Fund, created in 1971, 
“appears to bea device that is 
designed to take advantage of 
a potential loophole. The Ad- 
ministration accumulates 
profits in a reserve at the ex- 
pense of the campus com- 
munity, and uses the money to 
benefit their own interest.”’ 
Aka cited the buffet room 
north of the cafeteria 
financed by the Fund, as 
evidence of this contention. 
Few students go there and 
most students do not even 
know the place exists: the 
buffet room was designed for 
the administrators at the ex- 
pense of the student body.’’’ 
Aka believes the Hornet 
Foundation’s funding of the 
buffet room is in violation of 
the Foundation’s eighth Ar- 
ticle of Incorporation, which 
states: “It must not distribute 
gains, profits, or dividends to 
its members."’ He also claims, 
“The, motives of the Plant 
Replacement Fund violate a 
state law governing non-profit 
organizations.” 
The money currently in the 
Fund is intended to be used for 
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politics.” 

Susie. an honor student, ex- 
plains, “Sac State is great for 
criminal justice but the 
program could be greatly im- 
proved by creating a physical 
education class geared for us 
in the criminal justice 
program.” Law enforcement 
departments require ap- 
plicants to pass an agility test 

CSUS supplies the 
academics but does not 
prepare the student for the 
physical aspects. “One could 
prepare for four years here 
and s#f1l be ineligible because 
of the agility test and not know 
it until it is too late.” 

She concedes that as a 
woman she cannot perform 
every job a mancan. “I don't 
know if a woman belongs ina 
patrol car. When you come up 
against a 6 ft. 4 in., 250 pound 
funk. there is no way a normal 
woman could handle him 
Women can be much more 
effective than a man in areas 
such as domestic squabbles, 
rape cases and other 
Situations where women may

“Why build the Hornet 
Foundation a _ bigger and 
better bookstore so they can 
expand their operation, when 
they fail to fulfill their purpose 
in being a _ non-profit 
organization inthe first place? 

“The administrators who 
are manipulating the Hornet 
Foundation do not have the 
right to make fools out of the 
students and the taxpayers." 

According to Aka, the ad 
ministrators responsible for 
the alleged violations of the 
Foundation’s charter are 
CSUS President James Bond 
and Business Manager Stan 
Pretzer. Pretzer established 
the Hornet Foundation in 1951 
and has served as a CSUS ad 
ministrator ever since 

Aka’s solution would begin 
with replacement of all ad 
ministrators involved with the 
financial dealings of the 
college.

Aka's findings were the 
result of an investigation of 
the Hornet Foundation for a

The day after Aka filed the 
complaint, “I was informed 
that those people who I ex- 
posed were very upset and are 
planning to give me some kind 
of political repercussion.” 

He then wrote Governor- 
elect Brown and pleaded, “If I 
am arrested—help free me: if 
I am harassed—help support 
me: or if I am injured or 
killed—investigate the 
situation and bring the villains 
to justice.”

change in the attitude of the 
people. But the American 
government will not change. ” 

He pointed to the American 
involvement in Viet Namasan 
example that the government 
does not listen to the people. 
He believes that “the average 
citizen’ in America is much 
more sympathetic to the 
Paiestinian cause than is the 
government. 

One of the students was 
asked whether he felt another 
oil embargo would be initiated 
against the United States in 
the event of another Middle 
East flareup. He said “Of 
course,”’ because of the con 
tinuing American support of 
Israel. 


Muhhamud ~ Muhanna 
answered, “Economically, 
Americans would benefit 


much more from friendly 
relations with the Arabs."’ So 
then, why won't the United 
States government support 
the Arab cause _ instead? 
Muhanna replied that the 
Jewish influence in America 
is too pervasive for this to 
happen.

Conservationists vs. 
ski freaks at Donner 


About 100 miles north-east 
of Sacramento lies one of the 
most densely populated ski 
areas in the United States: the 
Donner Pass-Lake Tahoe ski 
area. 

This area is designed to ac- 
comodate skiers from San 
Francisco, Sacramento and 
other parts of northern 
California as well as skiers in 
northeastern Nevada. There 
are lodgings and enter- 
tainment facilities to fit every 
taste. The entire Tahoe areais 
a popular vacation and enter- 
tainment spot. 

The fantastic growth rate 
and the haste of the planning 
and building of new ski areas, 
and the enlargement of exis- 
ting ones over the last few 
years worries conser- 
vationists. Many conservation 
organizations like the Sierra 
Club have adopted the position 
that the state should erect 
legal roadblocks to the exis 
ting ski resorts and halt the 
building of new ones. But 
people are demanding more 
and better ski resorts to ac- 
comodate the ski-rocketing 
interest in the sport. It is the 
classic conflict between the 
recreationists and the conser- 
vationists. 

Does this conflict have to 
exist? I don't think so. I think 
that there are ways of taking 
care of or at least minimizing 
ecological problems like 
automobile exhaust and des- 
truction of the mountains. But 
people have to decide to work

together. People must decide 
where their priorities 
are—with ecology and future 
life or just with present en- 
joyment 

Se what can we do to ease 
some of the problems? You 
can car pool—go to the sicpes 
in groups, not singly. And park 
your car as soon as possible 
after arrival and walk to the 
lodge. It's cheaper, and the 
added exercise won't hurt you. 
Or take the bus. Ski clubs and 
ski shops all over town sponsor

And that means less conges- 
tion on the roads, and also 
fewer possibilities of ac.

bread, milk, and rent, or 
whether you're going tohavea 
job or be laid off —are made by 
an arcane group within the 
Fed called the Open Market 
Committee. 

Its members are Burns, the 
six other governors, and. in 
rotation, five of the 12 
presidents of the regional 
Federal Reserve’ Banks. 
These gentlemen meet mon- 
thly. decide what the 
monetary policy of the United 
States is going to be and then 
tell no one about it. They keep 
it secret, only issuing instruc- 
tions to another gentleman in 
New York who executes their 
orders. Ninety days aftereach 
meeting they routinely 
release a summary of what 
they talked about, but in 
language so darkly Delphic 
that even men who've put ina 
lifetime of learning about our 
monetary system have 
trouble figuring out what the 
Fed has said it is doing. As a 
consequence, a whole profes- 
sion has been created of 
ponme who try to define what- 
the-Sam Hill the Fed is up to. 
They're the domestic 
Kremlinologists of American 


Engines 
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Rancho Cordova 
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economics. 

The reasons for the secrecy 
aren't sinister. It's supposed 
to discourage sharp traders 
from cashing in on the in- 
formation; but the rumors, 
tips. speculation and pur- 
portediy inside dope swirling 
about the Fed would seem to 
have exactly the opposite 
effect from the one intended. 

However that may be, the 
nation’s prosperity is_ still 
hugely affected by 11 guys who 
nobody has ever heard of, 
operating as a committee that 
everybody is ignorant of 
Congress can struggle to 
balance the budget, and the 
fruits of its fiscal res- 
ponsibility can be canceled out 
by policy decisions that aren't 
even announced until three 
months after they're made. 

In this clandestine 
nonsense, Burns is but follow- 
ing the ancient traditions of 
his organization. He isn't the 
first man to. orchestrate 
disaster in a closet. History 
teaches us that the same kind 
of secretive, well-intentioned 
madness brought on the mas- 
sive bank closings of 193? 33 
and the recessionary collapse 
of 1937. which prolonged the 
Great Depression another 
dreary, unnecessary four 
years. 

Even now it's 
suspected—nobody outside 
the Fed can know for 
sure—that our monetary 
policies have been turned 
around 180 degrees. that the 
Fed is building the foun 
dations of a new inflationary 
rush. It's possible that, if the 
Fed made its decisions out in 
the open, they'd still make the 
same mistakes. But, since the 
citizenry must pay the conse 
quences, the least the Fed can 
do is go public and thereby 
give the rest of us fair war- 
ning.
